Andonesia

It ts 
therefore a matter of consider- 
uble Importance that these elec 
Nons were finally held towards 
the end of the year and that 
polling day passed off without 
major incident. 

Provisional results show that 
no one of the four major parties 
cbtained sufficient seats to form 


sources, Economically 1955 was 
a good year and the visible 
adverse trade balance was rt- 
duced by US$300 millions while 
foreign exchange receipts, which 
ielude invisivles, excceded pay- 
metnis by nearly US$500 
inillions, 

This improvement has been 
achieved in the face of o gradual 
but nevertheless steady decrease 
in the forelgn currency obtaln- 
ed from the US forees.

Cedric Blaker reported that the Bank’s profit for 1955 at $20,580,320 was 
about $14 million higher than in 1954. 


Hongkong, he said, had a prosperous year on 


the whole, in spite of 


the fall in entrepot trade with China. . Business activity continued to ex- 
pand, he told shareholders at today's ‘annual meeting. 


The Chairman said: As you 
will sce from. the accounts 
before you, the profit for the 
year omounted to $20,880,320 
which is some $1% millions 
higher than the corresponding 
Agure for the previous year. In 
accordance with our usual prac 
tice, this profit hag been arrived 
ot after moking transfers to our 
inner reserves out of which re- 
serves sfull provision has been 
made for the diminution In the 
market value of our = invest- 
ments and for all known doubt- 
ful debts ond contingencies. 


It Is proposed that this year a 
sum of $4 millions should be 
written off Bank Premises and, 
after allowing for this transfer 
and the interim dividend of £2 
per share, the directors recom- 
mend the payment of o final 
dividend of £3 per share, leav- 
ing a balance of just over 610% 
millions to be carried forward to 
text year. 


Dividend Unchanged 


Although the proposed divi- 
dend for the year remains un- 
changed at £5 per share, it is 
of ccurse payable on the capital 
as Increased dy last year’s bonus 
issue and is equivalent to 
£6-5-0 per share on the old 
capital. 


Turning to the balance shect, 
it will be observed that tho 
reserve fund remains unchanged 
at $128 millions, your directors 
having transferred from inner 
reserves on amount of §5 mil- 
lions to replace the amount of 
the reserve fund which was 
capitalised during the year. 


Hongkong currency notes In 
clrculation remain unchanged, 
but current deposit and other 
accounts have decreased by just 
over $115 millions. The trend of 
our ordinary deposits has in 
fact been upwards, but the with- 
drawal of certain substantial 
sums, which had been left with 
us"on oa short term basis, re 
sulted in this overall reduction.

The directors have this year 
decided to state the extent of 
the Bank's liability in respect 
of confirmed credits, guarantees 
and endorsements by way of a 
note on the balance sheet and 
you will observe that this total 
amounts to some $611 millions. 
Tt «will, of course, be understood 
that the Bank has recourse for 
a lke amount on its customers. 


Substantial Changes 


The assets side of the balance
